RADIO WILL SUPPLEMENT 
U. C. EXTENSION COURSE 


The Extension Division of the Uni- 
versity of Califoinia is offering this 
spring a correspondence course in 
Mental Measurement under Dr. Virgil 
E. Dickson, which is to be supplement- 
ed by weekly talks by the instructor 
over radio station KGO, explaining in 
detail the two previous assiginments, 
and, after the course is wnder way, 
answering questions which have been 
submitted.
